THE EMBASSY REVIEWS BELOW ITS CURRENT UNDERSTANDING ON U.S. 
LECTURER ASSIGNMENTS: 

1. WARSAW AMLIT-MOMBERGER REPLACES LISCA. 

2. WARSAW LINGUISTICS-BIVENS REPLACES GOLDMAN. 

3. WARSAW HISTORY-SUTTON-LOVECKY LETTER, DATED OCTOBER 29, 1973, 
INDICATES AN INTENT TO NAME A CANDIDATE. KEY-DWYER O-I OF 
JANUARY 24 INFORMED THE DEPARTMENT OF PROF. JONES' UNDERSTANDING 
OF THE TYPE OF SPECIALIST BEING CONSIDERED IN URBANA AS HIS 
REPLACEMENT. JONES TOLD KEY RECENTLY THAT HE WOULD CONSIDER 
REMAINING ONLY IF THE CHICAGO CIRCLE CAMPUS WERE GIVEN THE CHANCE 
TO RENOMINATE HIM AND IF HE COULD AGREE TO THEIR CONDITIONS AND 
THE CONDITIONS OF HIS NEW GRANT. IF THE URBANA CAMPUS IS 
NOMINATING SOMEONE, IT SEEMS DOUBTFUL THAT JONES CAN AGAIN BE 
MADE AVAIALBLE. THE EMBASSY IS VERY PLEASED WITH HIS 
PERFORMANCE HERE. 

4. LODZ-ENGLISH TEACHING-ALTHOUGH BURTON IS STILL OUT OF 
POLAND ON LEAVE, WE KNOW SHE WISHES TO STAY FOR ANOTHER YEAR AND 
ARE VERY SATISFIED WITH HER WORK. THE FINAL DECISION RESTS WITH 
DEAN HORATIO M. LA FANCI, COLLEGE OF BASIC STUDIES, BOSTON 
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UNIVERSITY. PERHAPS CU CAN SPEED UP THE PROCESS BY PHONING HIM 
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TO APPRISE HIM OF BURTON'S AND THE EMBASSY'S INTEREST IN HAVING 
HER STAY ON? 

5. POZNAN LINGUISTICS-MCRAE REPLACES PRESTON. 

6. POZNAN AMLIT-PROF. FISIAK DOES NOT WANT AMLIT LECTURER. HE 
SPECIFIES PH.D. OR DOCTORAL CANDIDATE SPECIALIZED IN EFT METHO- 
DOLOGY, WITH EFL TEACHER TRAINING, TO TEACH METHODS AND PRACTICAL 
ENGLISH CLASSES. VANN DOES NOT FIT THIS SLOT. WE RECOMMEND 

THAT ONE BE RECRUITED. FISIAK INDICATES HE WOULD ALSO LIKE A 
THIRD FULBRIGHTER, A PH.D. IN LINGUISTICS. WE EXPLAINED THAT 
THE POZNAN 1973-74 LEVEL OF THREE FULBRIGHTERS WAS A ONE-TIME 
SITUATION, BUT THAT IF EXTRA FUNDS BECAME AVAILABLE, THE DEPART- 
MENT WOULD, OF COURSE, GIVE SERIOUS CONSIDERATION TO HIS REQUESLZM 

7. LUBLIN AMLIT-PERHAPS JAMES CALLAS WOULD FIT THE LUBLIN SLOT 
TO REPLACE JASKOSKI. WE WILL STUDY HIS PAPERS AND INFORM YOU IF 
FURTHER RECRUITMENT IS NECESSARY. 

8. WROCLAW AMLIT-CONROY REPLACES PAYNE. 

9. WROCLAW POLY, ENGLISH TEACHING-PERI REMAINS. 

10. KRAKOW LINGUISTICS-WHITE REPLACES NIEDZIELSKI. PROF. 

MROCZKO W SKI TOLD THE EMBASSY HE WILL NOT HIRE NIEDZIELSKI 
PRIVATELY. NIEDZIELSKI STILL THINKS HE WILL BE HIRED FOR ZLOTY 
SALARY IN KRAKOW AND IS NOW AT PROFESSIONAL MEETINGS IN CANADA 
AND U.S. WHERE HE WILL SEEK DOLLAR SUPPORT TO REMAIN, PROBABLY 
FROM IREX. PLEASE CABLE WHITE'S FAMILY STATUS. MROCZKOWSKI IS 
UPTIGHT ABOUT MARRIED GRANTEES WITH FAMILIES. 

1 1 . KRAKOW AMLIT MROCZKOWSKI NOW WANTS AMLIT PERSON AND REQUESTS 
RENEWAL OF GICZKOWSKI, WHO HAS ALSO HAD A CHANGE OF MIND AND 
WISHES TO STAY. CONSUL-DESIGNATE VICTOR GRAY, WHO HAS OBSERVED 
GICZKOWSKI S WORK CLOSELY, FEELS THAT HE HAS ADAPTED WELL AND IS 

AN EXCELLENT REPRESENTATIVE OF THE UNITED STATES. THE EMBASSY 
ENDORSES THIS RECOMMENDATION. 

12. KATOWICE TEFL-GALUSH WILL BE OFFERED WHEN PAPERS ARRIVE. 

VANN IS HELD IN RESERVE FOR POSSIBLE PLACEMENT IN KATOWICE IF 
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GALUSH APPOINTMENT IS NOT APPROVED. VANN'S LETTER OF JANUARY 4 
TO LOVECKY POSES QUESTIONS WHICH COULD INFLUENCE HER DESIRE TO 
WORK HERE. SPECIFICALLY, SHE SHOULD DETERMINE IMMEDIATELY HOW THE 
NATURALIZATION STATUS OF HER FIANCE WOULD BE AFFECTED BY HIS 
RESIDENCE IN POLAND AND WHETHER THERE WOULD BE ANY DIFFICULTY IN 
HIS OBTAINING A POLISH VISA. IF HE ACCOMPANIES HER PRIVATELY, HE 
WILL BE SUBJECT TO CURRENCY EXCHANGE REGULATIONS; AS A BONA FIDE 
STUDENT IN A POLISH INSTITUTION, HE CAN BE EXEMPT FROM THE REQUIRE- 
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MENT TO EXCHANGE A CERTAIN AMOUNT OF DOLLARS EACH DAY OF HIS STAY. 

13. THE EMBASSY APPRECIATES THE EFFORT EXPENDED IN PROVIDING GOOD 
CANDIDATES. IT IS HOPED THAT ANY PERSONALITY OR PSYCHOLOGICAL 
DIFFICULTIES WHICH MAY BE APPARENT DURING SELECTION WILL BE 
IMMEDIATELY BROUGHT TO THE EMBASSY'S ATTNTION, SINCE EXPERIENCE 
HAS SHOWN THAT THE RIGOROUS LIVING CONDITIONS HERE TEND TO MAGNIFY 
SUCH PROBLEMS RAPIDLY AND INEVITABLY. CANDIDATES SHOULD KNOW 
THAT THE HOUSING SITUATION HAS NOT IMPROVED AND THAT PRICES KEEP 
MOVING UPWARD, HOTEL AND RESTAURANT SERVICES IN PARTICULAR.
